“TI do not know that they are demand-

|\MANY HURT IN 


FREE-FOR-ALL. 


Twenty-three Injured When 
Four Gangs Clash. 


New York Roughs Fire Hun- 
dred Close-Range Shots. 


 Quell the Rioters,

NEW YORK, July 28.—Three men 
were dangerously wounded and twenty 
others more or less severely hurt early 
today in the most serious “gang fight” 
which has occurred in New York City 
in many years. Police reserves in mil- 
itary formation, summoned by the 
helpless patrolmen on the west side 
beat, where the trouble broke out, 
charged on the rioters and put an end 
to the disturbance, only after nearly 
100 shots hail been fired by members 
of the quarreling clans.

Volvers, sticks, stones and any other 
weapons which were available. 

The fight was precipitated when 
members of the Bear Athletic Club, 
after a dinner in a Tenth-avenue beer 
garden, began to leave the resort short- 
ly after midnight. While the banquet 
Was in progress roughs from rival or- 
Sanizations had begun to gather at a 
neighboring street corner. According 
to the police, “The Gophers,” the 
“Jungle Gang” and the “Hounds of 
Hell,” all organizations with which of- 
ficers of the law have had experience, 
were represented in the moW at the cor- 
ner. 

With the appearance of the Bear 
Club diners, the fight commenced. 
With yells, curses and shouts, the 
Waiting gangsters threw themselves 
upon their rivais. Then some one fired 
a revolver and in an instant gun play 
was the order of the hour. The firing 
continued at irregular periods until 
the appearance of the police reserves. 
Whenever a gangster fell he was un- 
mercifully beaten apd kicked. The en- 
tire neighborhood was thrown into 
panic. 

Many of the injured were carried off 
by their companions before the arrival 
of the police. Fully 125 men were still 
engaged in the battle when the re- 
serves reached the scene.

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Active War Is Started Upon 
Mosquito Nuisance, 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
BAKERSFIELD, July 27.—An agree- 
ment was filed with the county recorder 
today for the erection by I. H. Lichten- 
stein of San Francisco and Mrs. L. 
Harding of Berkeley, of a four-story 
hotel on the sixty-six-foot frontage on 
the south side of Nineteenth street, be- 
tween I street and Chester avenue, 
owned by the latter. Mr. Lichtenstein 
says there will be no difficulty about 
this, and that in all probability the 
building will be ten stories. 
Lichtenstein agrees to lease the pro- 
posed building at $1250 per month for 
the first ten years, $1500 per month for 
the second ten years, and $2000 per 


building to revert to Mrs. Harding or 
her heirs at the end of thirty years. 
Mrs. Harding is to expend $40,000 in 
the erection of the building, and Mr. 
Lichtenstein practically agrees to se- 
cure the loan for her at 6 per cent. 

Since this agreement was executed, 
however, the plan has grown, and it is 
now the intention to put six more 
stories on the building and make it a 
$150,000 structure. According to the 
rough sketch drawn, the lower floor 
will contain an open tiled entrance, a 
lobby and dining-room and 
kitchen. Two elevators will give access 
to the upper stories, which will con- 
tain twenty-five rooms each, and to a 
— garden which will cover the build- 
ng. 

Mr. Lichtenstein will organize a com- 
pany to conduct the hotel. He is now 
figuring with the Aikin Construction 


ing, and says that no time will be wast- 
ed in the preliminaries. 

Active war on the mosquitoes that 
poison the perfection of the Bakersfield 
summer climate, was begun yesterday 
when E. H. Cornell of the State Uni- 
versity took up the task of sprinkling 
oil on the pools of water and burning 
the piles of rubbish where the insects 
breed and harbor in the suburbs. 

The water where the wigglers hatch 
is principally along the river to the 
north and west of the city. In places 
the bed of the river is higher than the 
adjacent land; and this causes a con- 
siderable amount of seepage into low 
spots. All these pools will be coated 
with stove distillate about once a 
week for the next month, at the end 
of which time it is expected the ranks 
of the pests will be materially thinned. 
In the spring the crusade will be re- 
newed, and it is the belief of Prof. 
Herms, who is superintending the work, 
that the city will be entirely freed from 
mosquitoes next summer. 

INCORPORATION VOID. 

The town of Delano, in the northern 
part of Kern county, must begin its 
incorporation proceedings all over 
again if it desires to continue as a mu- 
nicipal corporation. This is according 
to an opinion filed by Judge Bennett 
of the Superior Court tn a suit broaght 
at the instigation of. Andre Vieux to 
annul the incorporation election of Feb- 
ruary 8, 1910. 

Judge Bennett's opinion does not 
amount to a judgment, as it was ren- 
dered on the assumption of the truth 
of certain facts set out by the plaintiff 
and supported by public records but 
not formally admitted by the defend- 
ant. The gist of these facts is that in- 
sufficient publication was given the 
notice that the petition for the incor- 
poration el on would be presented to 
the Supervisors, and that the latter, 
in their order calling the election, ne- 
glectéd to set forth the boundaries of 
the proposed incorporation and declare 
that the number of its inhabitants had 
been ascertained. 

The notice of the presentation of the 
petition was published twice, but only 
eleven days elapsed between the date 
of the first pubiication and the day of 
the hearing before the Superv : 

It is promised that within a mon 
the San Joaquin Light and Power Com- 
pany, which recently took over the 
‘local Power, Transit and Light Com- 
pany’s properties, will begin the con- 
struction of a power line to the west 
side oi] fields. Surveys for the line 
have been begun. It is the plan to sup- 
ply light and power wherever it is de- 
manded in the oil fields. On account 
of the fact that the presence of great 
quantities of gas in most of the west 
side wells makes the use of open lights 
and fires a consiierable menace, it is 
expected that the demand for electric- 
ity will be great. A 2000 horse power 
steam plant will be installed soon to 
supplement the water power in the 
generation of electricity. 

The company’ also expects to furnish 
power for pumping water in the foot- 
hill and mesa districts for irrigation. 
In discussing this part of the plan, A. 
C. Balch said it has been the policy 
of the company to extend a power line 
four or five miles to a single consumer 
power in a new district in order to 
encourage the development of pump ir- | 
rigation. 

Work has been started on a 100x150- 
foot machinery building for the Ba- 
kersfield Tron Works, which is extend- 
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fourth and M.streets. The plant, when 
complete, will cover an entire block of 
land, being one of the best equipped 
machine shops in the State. The 
construction and repair of oil well sup- 
plies is the chief business of the con- 
cern, which is owned by the Associated 
Oil Company. The increase in activity 
in the oll fields of the county necessi- 
tates the growth of the. plant. 

A report that the Santa Fé will soon 
build a steel and stone hotel near its 
passenger depot, to be run by the Fred 
Harvey Company, is discredited by the 
local manager of the Harvey house. He 
says such a plan has been discussed 
but probably will not be carried out 
for some months, or possibly for a 
couple of years. The Santa Fé has 
planned extensive improvements in its 
plant here, and many have com- 
pleted or are now under way. When 
the whole work is complete there will 
be new freight and passenger depots 
as well as the hotel mentioned. The 
improvements already completed in- 
clude a round house of size and char- 
acter of construction to last for many 
years, shops, repair sheds, store, office, 
a new sewer system and extensive ad- 
ditions to the trackage in the yard. 


PORTERVILLE. 
PORTERVILLE, July 27.—With 9% 
per cent. of the right of way signed up 
and nearly all the stock in the project 
sold at home the succesa of the pro- 
posed electric railway between here 
and Springville seems assured. Bids are 
being receive on the construction of 
the new power plant and work will 
soon be begun on the dam. [ff the p'ans 
suggested at the meeting of the local 
Merchants’ Association are carried out 
Porterville will soon have an indepen- 
dent ice plant.

Ice Company.

NEW YORE, July 28.—A serious 
menace to the safety of the Brooklyn 
bridge and the other big East Riyer 
bridges here has been called to the 
attention of the city engineers by a 
fire which started on Brooklyn 
bridge last night from an exposed elec- 
tric wire. The high-power current car- 
ried by the wire ate its way in a few 
moments through a fourteen-inch steel 
girder, melting portions of the metal 
for ten feet of its length. 

According to the engineers, a simi- 
lar occurrence might at any time sev- 
er or weaken giant strands which sus- 
tam the spans of the structure, caus- 
ing a disaster of hugh proportions.

Sir Robert Bredon, Acting Inspec- 
tor-General of Chinese Customs, 
Reports a Remarkable Development 
Among the People of That Country 
and Improving Business.

“The native press, too, is more ac- 
tive, and a larger public is reached 
through the medium of several places 
which may be described as a sort of 
public reading-rooms, where the na- 
tive journals are on view. In many 
other ways the Chinese are showing 
themselves what may be termed per- 
meable to Western ideas. There is a 
new demand for schools, with a more 
extensive and liberal curriculum. Much 
illiteracy, of course, prevails among 
the lower classes, but among the up- 
per and éducated classes—whose in- 
telligence is, to my mind, unequalied 
there is a recognition of the value 
and the power of Western gnowledge. 
Confucianism and the classics are 
still read ani expounded with un- 
bounded love, for the Chinese have a 
great respect for their great national 
literature, but it is felt that a more 
sc‘entific and commercial education is 
need. The educational movement is 
onty in ite infancy, but there it is, and 
it is doubtless only a matter of time 
when an adequate supply of teachers 
and schools will open out the beginning 
that has been made, In this respect 
it is significant that many high offi- 
clals are maintaining schools at their 
own expense. There is, for instance, 
the case of a lady, the wife of a Mon- 
gol Prince, who has at least fifty Chi- 
nese girls in a private school she main- 
tains. 
ANTI-OPIUM MOVEMENT. 

“Equally significant is the movement 
against the use of opium which is now 
being conducted In most of the prov- 
inces. Many classes of Chinese now 
recognize the evil of opium-smoking, 


diminished and finally extinguished. 
There is not much opium exported to 


provincial trade, and from reports 
which I received before I left I am of 
opinion that all provinces are making 
an effort to deal with the opium prob- 
lem. Of course, those provinces which 
are largely opium-producing and where 
fiscal arrangem?fnts iargely depend, up- 
on the traffic are face to face with a 
greater difficultv in its suppression 
than others where it is not so much 
grown. In conversation a high Chinese 
gentieman a short time ago said: 
‘We don't expect that the suppression 
of the import of foreign opium from 
India will put a —e to the opium traf- 
fic. I belleve that the way to prevent 
opium habit fs See closing of opium 
dévans. Opium oking is a babit 
acquired outside the home—never in 
the home—and the Chinese have it 


largely in their own hands an

Sir Robert Bredon, added that he 
himself was not one of those people 
who were bigoted on the subject of 
opium, as he believed that it had ite 
uses ae well as ite abuses. In malar- 
inl districts, in particular, there was 
some excuse for taking opium me- 
dicinally. An Indian officer friend al- 
ways recommended half a grain as a 
prophylatic againét malaria. Put he 
(Sit Robert) was entirely in accord 
with the reformers in wishing to sup- 
press the excessive use of the drug 
as habit.

HE LONG PROMISED opening of 
the mammoth iron deposits of Riv- 
erside county and the building of a 


California coast are about to become 
realities. Furnishing the capital for 
the mining operations is an organiza- 
tion no less powerful than the financial 
institution into which the estate of E. 
H. Harriman has developed. Behind 


the' United States Steel Company. 
Every effort has been made to keep 
the negotiations secret, but since L. 8. 
Barnes sold the iron properties to the 
late Mr. Harriman for $2,000,000, plans 
have been going forward for the de- 
velopment of the property. Now there 
is a force of men at work on the east 
end of the deposit completing the work 
that will patent the land. A railroad 
survey has been made from Mecca, on 
the line of the Southern Pacific, and 
before the ore is ready to bring out 
the branch line will be built.

Va- 
rious groups of capitalists have made 
trips to the Coast to look oved the pos- 
sibilities, and many times there have 
been reports that steel plants would 
be built. With the activity of the 
Harriman syndicate, the United States 
Steel Company and the Southern Pa- 
cific Rallroad in the direction of de- 
veloping the mines and manufacturing 
the product the promise of real build- 
ing is practically fulfilled and the com- 
ing nter will witness the m 
beginning of extensive operations.

LIQUOR LAW?| 


ING RUM is dazed by the Good 

Government Council's new liquor 

ordinance, which will go into effect 
today. By reason of its emergency 
clause, intended to throttle a referen- 
dum, it will be jn fusa force and effect 
before anybody has a chance to know 
its provisions. This statement is ab- 
salutely true because there will be no 
copies available until today, except the 
original, and not even the nine good 
men who passed it know what it 
means. 

Acting Mayor Lusk is president of 
the Council and voted for the measure, 
Yet he doesn’t know. . 

Members of the Council, who voted 
for it unanimously, don't know. 

The Police Commission doesn’t know, 

Chief Galloway. who must enforce it, 
doesn’t know. 

Sidney M. Reeve, deputy City Prose- 
cutor and adviser of the Police Com- 
mission, doesn’t know. 

City Attorney Hewitt, who made the 
final draft, knows, but is absorbed i: 
other legal work and will leave the in- 
terpretation largely to Reeve. 

Last, but not least, the liquor sellers 
don’t know and Secretary McKeag, of 
the Police Commission, who has beep 
thé oracle on the law for years, Ww 
guessing—sometimes badly. 

DON’T KNOW WHICH CLASS. 

The confusion is intensified by the 
fact that the new law takes effect 
three days before the first day of Au- 
gust, when all licenses are due. This 
will not bother the 200 saloons, as their 
fee is not changed. But holders of 
restaurant licenses are divided into two 
classes today, and they do not know 
what class they will pay in next 
Monday. If they sell liquors in quan- 
tities not less than one-twentieth of a 
gallon they must pay $100 but if they 
sell only vinous and malt liquors 
in original packages not less than a 
pint they must pay $50. How will they 
reclassify? 

City Attorney Hewitt believes thev 
will automatically become second-class 
places, because they have permits only 
for pint sales and to become fifst-class 
they must apply for a new permit al- 
lowing them to sell “short” drinks. 

Charles Wellborn. the only lawyer 
on the Poice Commission, believes -he 
ordinance applies to new permits only 
and that any existing permit is “eter- 
nally the property of the holder until 
surrendered or revoked.” He also be- 
leves that restaurants will claasifv 
themselves according to the business 
they do under the permits they now 
hold. Under this view 400 permits aro 
immune from the annual regulation 
feature. 

Wellborn announced that the unusual 
situation would be taken up Monday 
night by the cemmission the 
doubtful portions of the new law passe} 
up to the City Attorney for interpre- 
tation. Today Deputy Prosecutor 
Reeve and Secretary McKeag of the 
commission will hide themselves while 
they study the new law and apply it 
to varying conditions. 

WILL GIVE "EM TIME. 

In the meantime the commission wil! 
not invoke the law against any holder 
of a permit unti] he has had ample 
i, se to inform himself of what is re- 
quired of him and the doubtful points 
have been thrashed out by the law de- 
partment. Whether this will take a 
week or more is not stated, but the 
commission, Wellborn says, will expect 
the traffic to adjust itself to the new 
law within a reasonable time. 

Wellborn’s view that the ordinance 
cannot disturb the permits now

This 
certainly is a body blow to the plan 
to have an annual review o: the liquor 
permits every June if the new law 
applies only to new applicants. 

In an effort to be or become law- 
abiding. liquor sellers besieged al) the 
city officials yesterday with questions 
In the absence of copies of the law 
advice could not begiven. The whole 
round .of officialdom was forced to 
answer “I don’t know.” 

The advice given was to continue 
business without change until the Po- 
lice Commission and the City Attorney 
interpret the ordinance and define its 
enforcement. Under this advice the 
business is expected to be conducted 
just the eame Sunday as it has in the 
past, although this will not be in con- 
formity with the new ordinance in 
many ways. But it tg the only thing 
the Officials can say until they are bet- 
ter advised themselves. 

City Attorney Hewitt says Commis- 
sioner Wellborn’s idea that permits are 
“eternally” the property of the holder 
and not subject to annual renewal is 
not consistent with the decisions of the 
courts. In the suit to test the validity 
of the wholesale zone ordinance some 
years ago it was shown that the con- 
traction of the zone actually caubed 
more than a score of permits to expire. 
This was attacked on the ground that. 
the charter made them revocable, only 
for cause, but the Appelate Court de- 
cided the city, acting in its jegislative 
capacity, had the right to terminate 
them any time, 

“There is little question in my mind.” 
said Hewitt, “but that the city has the 
power to ordain that all permis, of ev- 
ery kind, for the sale of liquor shall 
expire on a given date. If it has this 
power, and the courts indicated that 
it had in the wholesale zone case, it 
has the power to cause them to ex- 
pire anpually and be subject to re- 
newal.”’ 

THE RESTAURANTS. 

As to restaurant permits, Hewitt 
holds that all now In possession of 
permits become second-class upon the 
ordinance becoming effective and that 
next Monday they need pay a license 
fee of only $0 a month. He says he 
shall so advise the commission. This 
differs from Wellborn’s idea that the 
actual business done by the restaurants. 
will classify them under the existing 
permits without new applications. 
Hewitt says a restaurant that intends 
to continue selling in original pack- 
ages not less than a pint of spiritous, 
vinous or mdit liquers needs no new 
license until next June, but that any 
desiring to sell in quantities not less. 
than one-twentieth of a gallon muzat 
make a new application to the com- 
mission. _— 

The divergence of ideas between 
Weltborn and Hewitt illustrates that 
“differences of opinion among lawyers 
make laqweuits.” | 

Until the ordinance is distributed to- 
day—and there will be 1000 copies at 
the City Clerk's office for those affected 
by it--and studied by all concerned 
for a few days, there is no telling 
what questions will be sprung. One 
question is whether drug-stores must 
close on Sunday if they hold a permit 
to sell on prescription. The ordinance 
seema to require it, but the City At- 
torney says that is not a true inter- 
pretation. 

It is expected there will be a flood 
of new applications Monday night when 
the Police Commission meets. But this 
may not be because Secretary McKeag 
Says the new ordinance reguires en- 
tire new blanks and he is not anfficilent- 
ly informed to know how to draw then.

OMAN AFRAID 
¥ OF EX-HUSBAND. 


STARTS ON SHOPPING TRIP AND 
LEAVES NO TRACE. 


Man from Whom She Was Recently 
“Divorced, Acoused of Having Made 
Threats, Also Disappears, Accord- 
ing to the Police—Third Husband 
Believes She Has Met With Harm. 


As the climax to weeks of terror of 
vengeance from a jealous former hus- 
band, Mrs. William L. Sommers of No. 
1748 East Twenty-fourth street disap- 
peared from her home last Tuesday, 
and js still missing. Her husband said 
last night that he has every reason to 
suspect that she has met with harm. 

Sommers is a trained nurse, but be- 
ing out of employment as such, is 
working for the Los Angeles Foundry 
Company. Tuesday at noon he left 
his wife in apparently more ease of 
mind than she had been for days. 
When he returned at night she had 
gone. A note left for him said that 
she had gone into town to do some 
shopping and for him not to worry, as 
she would be back early. Sommers 
has not seen her since. 

Inquiry at the house of a neighbor, 
Mrs. Mona Sarah, fixed the time of 
her-going at 2:30 p.m. She stopped 
thene to borrow a parasol, telling Mrs. 
Sarah that she would need jt only a 
short time. 

Mrs. Sommers has been three times 
married. By her first husband, Fred- 
erick Gross, she had two children, Fred 
and David, who live In Seattle. After 
the death of Gross, she married John 
R. Stutzke, a Russian Jew, then em- 
ployed as an electrician for the Pa- 
cifle Electric Company, but now act- 
ing as agent for a downtown liquor 
hovse. He was a man of extremely 
quick temper and of a jealous disposi- 
tion. After barely a year of married 
life in the East Twenty-fourth-street 
house, he abandoned her. She filed 
suit for divorce on these grounds, 
which was granted last March. 

A few weeks before this Stutske re- 
turned to Los Angeles, and, learning 
of the impending divorce, began a se- 
ries of petty persecutions in an effort 
to secure possession of the 
which he and his wife owned in com- 
mon. On one such occasion, when he 
is said to have grossly insulted her, 
he was taken to task by her son, 14- 
year-old David, and in the quarrel the 
lad was badly beaten up. Stutzke, 
says Sommers, then made an affidavit 
declaring the boy to be insane. It was 
while the ‘!atter waa confined in the 
insanity ward of the County Hospital 
that Sommers, in his capacity as 
nurse, met Mrs. Stutzke. 

At the conclusion of her divorce pro- 
ceedings, the woman fied to Seattle to 
escape the persecution of Stutzke. 
There Sommers followed her and th 
were married in that city about six 
weeks ago. The new husband wrote 
to Stutzke asking him to make no dis- 
position of the house or the common 
property, until their return to Los An- 
geles. Instead of this, says Sommers, 
the jealous Stutgzke proceeded to seil 
everything salable, excepting an auro- 
mobile, and when the couple arrived 
here, it was to find an empty and dis- 
mantled house. 

It is his theory that Stutzke may 
have met Mrs. Sommers near her home 
on Tuesday and that he either has her 
locked up somewhere or that he has 
made away with her. The detectives, 
however, incline to the theory that the 
woman has wandered away while men- 
tally unbalanced, because of the con- 
stant fear in which she has lived. They 
have not been able to locate Stutzke 
at his home, No. 449 East Forty-third 
street, or at the piace of business of 
the company for whom he works.

RED HORNING, pal of the slayer | 
| of Capt. Auble, the coolest crim- 
inal who was ever imprisoned in 
this city, will today reénter Folsom 
penitentiary, from which he escaped on 
June 10, through an eccentricity of the 
law. 
Secretly he was led from the County 
Jail, last evening, and placed in a wait- 
ing automobile, which dashed to the 
Southern Pacific depot. He was then 
put on the Ow! with guards and will 
be delivered to the prison warden this 
afternoon. 
This procedure is a part of a battle 
of legal technicalities which has been 
waged about Horning for more than a 


and was a free man. Now the wheel 
of chance has turned and the State 
has the upper hand. 

Without a word of notice to local 
Officials, he was taken before Judge, 
Hughes of Sacramento on June 10, @ 
writ of habeas corpus having been pro- 
cured by his attorney. 

“Young man, I am feeling pretty 
g00d today as it is my fiftieth birth- 
day: I am going to release you,” Morn- 
ing declares the judge told him, ‘in ex- 
plaining the manner in which he was 
given his freedom. 


JUDGE MUST EXPLAIN. 
Late yesterday afternoon the Su- 


in San Francisco, commanding this 
magistrate to appear before, it on 
August 8 and explain why he granted 
the writ of habeas corpus and set the 
prisoner free. Judge Hughes is ordered 
to show cause why his order shall not 
be vacated as having been void. 

For a month Horning tasted the 
pleasures of being free, the men in 
this city who had caused his imprison- 
ment being in ignorance of the fact. 
The Times learned of the action which 
had been taken and gave notice of it 
to the public.. 

Dist.-Atty. Fredericks then was in- 
formed for the first time of the release 
of the prisoner. He sent forth an order 
to arrest Horning, wherever he might 
be found. Acting on the advice of his 
attorneys that the law had no grip 
on him, Horning gave himself up to 
the San Francisco police. 

He has since described himself as a 
fool for having done so. He seems to 
regard this as one of the few mistakes 
he has made. In fact, it seems to

He was charged with having been an 
accomplice in the murder of Capt. 
Auble and was brought to this city. 
Preparations were made for holding his 
preliminary examination. 

UNUSUAL ACTION.

“DAILROAD BALANCE SHEETS. 


The railroad balance sheets, published for t 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1910, when compared 
with those of the previous twelve months, throw a 
good dea! of light on the situation. The figures are 
decidedly encouraging as to the general business; 
and, while they show smaller profits for the amount 
of business done, they are not discouraging for the 
railroads. 

We have before us the figures for two western 
roads, the Union Pacific and the Southern Pacific, 
in which we are much interested, and reproduce

The showing made by the Southern Pacific is 
particularly impressive. Of course on both roads 
the expense account shows a very great increase, 
in the case of the Union Pacific amounting to nearly 
$9,000,000 for the year and in the case of the 
Southern Pacific to almost $7,500,000. In the item 
of taxes both roads pay a great deal more in 1910 
than in 1909, the increase in the case of the Union 
Paci ing well up toward three-quarters of a 
milli6h and in the Southern Pacific over  three- 
quarters of a millicn. In both roads for both 
years the tax account is quite a heavy one. 

The increase in the current expenses of the roads 
would undoubtedly come mostly within the head of 
increased wages for employés. \If we were to go 
back behind 1909, even to the very prosperous 
1907, the figures would be smaller under every 
for both roads. 

Still the net increase is by no means discourag- 
ing. ‘The Union Pacific made over $40,000,000 for 
its stockholders and the Southern Pacific over 
$47,000,000. The increase over the previous year 
for the first-mentioned road was well up toward 
$2,000,000 and for the other well over $6,000,000. 


HE CITY OF PROG- 

According to the census of 1900 Los Angeles, 
with a population of 102,000, ranked thirty-sixth 
among the cities in the United States. ig 

According to the building records of all the lead- 
ing cities in the country for 1909 Los Angeles ranks 
fourteenth. 

If ten years ago we had had the population of | 
today we would have ranked twelfth, — 

“When the census figures for 1910 are made up 
it is likely that Los Angeles will range about the 
twentieth place in population in the list. 

When the building statistics for 1910 are com- 
piled it will probably be found that Los Angeles 
will rank tenth or perhaps, better. 

According ‘to the tables as they stand, ranking 
thirty-sixth in population and fourteenth in build- 
ing, according to the probable tabulation for 1910 
ranking about twentieth in population and tenth or 
better in building, the standing of the city for 
growth and progress of every kind will place her 
very nearly in the very first ranks of all the cities. 

These are the facts to keep in mind in guessing 
at and speculating upon the future‘of the city. 

Los Angeles began her permanent and remarkable 
growth about 1884, twenty-six years ago, and 
through dull times and flush times, taking the 
country as a whole, we have had no absolutely dull 
times here. When stagnation has spread all over 
the country we have gone on increasing in popula- 
tion, not one year in all these twenty-six showing 
any hesitation in the growth and improvement of 
the city of Los Angeles. When building was at a 
standstill everywhere except in a few of the very 
largest cities we still went on building houses. 
When values in real estate elsewhere slumped dis- 
tressingly, excepting in instances where speculation 
had gone wild and values had been blown up by 
hot air, there was no depression of that kind in 
Los Angeles. 

Outside of the building record, if we were to take 
the installing of electric light and gas facilities, 
the improvement of streets, the building and equip- 
ping of street railroad lines, the increase in bank 
capital, deposits and clearings, the growth of com- 
mercial and manufacturing enterprises, Los Angeles 
would stand well up among the first half-score if 
not the first half-dozen cities in the country. 

When you reflect that this was true of the city 
at a time when ite population was only 10,000, 
when there were scarcely any municipal facilities 


here in the way of street cars, gas, electricity or

NTO THE CANS 
PEACHES FLY. 


FOUR GARS DAILY HANDLED AT 
THIS ONE PLANT. 


Many Tons of Fruit, Including 
Dried—Output About All 


POMONA, July 28.—The peach rush 
is on at the Pomona cannery, where 
four carloads daily are handied. Most 
of the fruit comes from Cucamonga, 
this valley and Selma. The fruit is of 
good sige and quality and most of the 
output has already been contradted for 
by eastern buyers. The prices of apri- 
cots, peaches, pears and all canned 
fruits have been advanced owing to a 
shortage in the East. There was dried 
at the cannery about fifty tons of apri- 
cots, aside from what were canned this 
year, and these have been sold to Loud 
& Gerling. 

Cc. Digby Wright, who dried fifty tons 
of his own apricots this year, at his 
ranch ¢n the southeast part of the city, 
has contracted for 100 tons of peaches, 
which he will also dry. At present Mr. 
Wright has sixty workers employed in 
drying six carioads of Bartlett pears 
of 1000 boxes each, which he bought in 
Oregon, and which are being shipped 
here. He purchased seventy-two tons 
of green pears and has sold practically 
all of the dried output in advance.
